ALMOST A RIOT.

Charleston.

A specisl to the Columbia State from
Charleston, dated 25th, says: A seri-
ous riot was narrowly averted this
afternoon near the cottor factory which
gave rise fo the wildest kinds of ruraors
on the streets to the effect that the
expected clash between the white and
negro operatives had at last taken
piace. 'The trouble arose by Police
Officer Walton orderi ¢ a number of
negroes to clear off the sidewalk. One
particularly impudent negro refused to
obev the officer’'s order and was im-
mediately placed under arrest. The
negro resisted arrest and when the otfi-
ocer brougit his club into action a num-
ber of negroes jumped upon him. Ex-
Lieutenant of Police Fordham, a brave
and very respectable colored citizen,
who now has a position in the mill,
peized his rifle and came to the assist-
ance of Walton. His action saved the
officer’s li'e and had the effect of sub-
duing the blood-thirstiness of the

negroes.

'%lrm riot call had in the meantime
been sent in and in a short while Capt.
Martin, Lieut. Ogilvie and a squac of
police had arrived u pon the scene. Six
of the ringleaders were immediately ar-
rested anl sent to the station. Ihe
charge entered on the books is resist-
ing arrest and assaulting the officer. It
is propabla that the charge of rioiing
will also be preferred.

QUARRYMEN GO OUT.

Upward of Forty Leave the Steviart
Quarry on a Strike.

Although it was not a question of wa-
ges, some thirty or forty of theiaborers
employed by the Stewart Contracting
Company at their quarries in Colurabis
quit work and went out last week, the
men marching up town through Main
street in a body, attracting considerable
attention. The cause of the trouble, il
is ascertained, was an expressed dissat-
isfaction cn the partof Mr. Stewart with
the way scme of the drillers were doing
their work. A drilling team is sup-
posed tc do exactly or very nearly
exactly 30 much drilling in the
course of a working day. Several
teams were falling far below the aver-
age. Mr. Stewart, it appears, lold
them that honceforth that if they did
not come up to the svern.gha they would
be paid in proportion to the amount of
work done; or they would be discharg-
ed. Mr. Stewart said that one or twe
of the most unsatisfuctory men, whc
would have been discharged in any
event, managed to influence the rest
into concerted action on the matter and
the result was a refusal on the part of
about 80 or 40 of them to go to work.

Mr. Stewart says that the comrpany
will have no trouble in filling the
places of the men who went out. The
force employed at the quarries corsist
of about 125 men when steam drills are
not in use doing the drilling.
